After the 
farmer has flooded his field till the 
toll baa absorbed Its utmost of water, 
be covers U with goat dropping* and 
allows It to "ripen" for a few day*. 
Then he burle* the cutting* In shallow 
hole* from 4 to A feet apart with 
•pace enough between tbe rows for 
pickers to pass. Bat tbe Tomen cow 
and the sad-eyed camel, whoso maw la 
never filled, have a nice tart* tn khat 
cuttings, and to discourage these ma- 
rauders the former coven each bill 
with thorn twigs and aplny carton* 
leave*. Sometimes bo trains one of 
tbo half-wild dog* which Intott tho 
village to guard that particular Held. 


At the end of a year tbe young 


shrub* are two feet high with a thick- 
ly spread green foliage 18 locfae* tn 
diameter. Behold now the farmer go-

HE Kmplr* of Ru»la wns founded 
by pirates wlio had be«n Invited by 


the cltlr.en§ of .Norsorod to defend 
them agalnat other pirates. 


Novgorod In the north -pf Russia 


was a republic and for many years one 
of the mightiest cities of the earth. 
Its position was unique. Surrounded 
OD all sides by tribe* of barbarians 
who roamed over the vast plans of two 
continents, Novgorod oloce of, all set- 
tlements of Scytblnns attained a de- 
gree of civilization. Us neighbors were 
people* who drank the blood of their 
enemies, scalped them and used their 
scalps aa napkins and who ate the 
flesh of their parents. 


Tbe organized strength of Novgorod 


enabled the city to extend its rule 
over thousand* of square miles and 
to exact tribute from tribes as far dis- 
tant aa the Ural mountain*. The city 
enjoyed a wide commerce, sending 
goads eastward to Persia and .India. 
south to Constantinople and went to 
landa along the Baltic *ea. U was this 
western commerce that cuffered from 
the raids ef the fierce Scandinavian 
pirates. Their attacks on the traders 
of Novgorod aoon threatened to ruin
